As we start work on this catalog we are 
watching carefully our two acre Show 
and Test Gardens. In all, there are 
between 400 to 500 varieties, including 
seedlings not yet named from many parts of the United States and Canada; new varieties 
just introduced from all parts of the world, others that are contenders for the places that 
Picardy, Corona, Maid of Orleans and others still hold, as well as many of the old standbys. 





Improvement in Miniature Classes 


Of the thousands of varieties already on the market, we are still noting seedlings in new colors and 
forms, some of immense size and others that are real improvements in the miniature and 200 class. It 
seems there is no end to the advances in this glorious flower. 


Competition Keen 


But competition in the hybridizing field is becoming more and more keen. Thousands of seedlings are 
being rushed to the show tables and the judges are getting tougher and tougher. Even at that all too many 
scedlings are being named and offered for sale, with the result that the growers and fanciers are simply 
being taken in when they put good money into such trash. 


Patronize Trial Gardens 


We are making it our business to test out varieties for one to three years prior to our listing it, any 
brand new variety. I believe that hybridizers should patronize the trial gardens more fully, and if they 
are really sold on a favorite seedling, should be willing to place trial bulbs in the hands of growers whom 
they have confidence in. After all, it is the grower who really invests sizeable amounts in new varieties— 
it is seldom less than $100.00 and often up into the thousands. We are simply urging that favorite seed- 
lings be given more widely diversified trials in climates, soils and growing methods. 


Best of AU Around Commercials 


We are asked many times to suggest a good list of varieties for commercial growing. The 
following varieties vary greatly in price, but I have tried to name enough in each color class 
so you can pick out some to suit your own pocketbook.

I do not think we have tried anything new that is better 
than LEADING LADY and SNOW FLURRY. I still can’t 
discard little ALPINE, 300 class, short, but Oh so beautiful. 
Did you ever hear of a bedding Glad? I haven’t, but it 
should be ideal, planted as you would Tulips. BEAUTY’S 
BLUSH was really fine this year. Those long, stretchy spikes 
were impressive. CONNECTICUT YANKEE and LIPSTICK 
are old standbys now. Connecticut Yankee is the show flow- 
er, and Lipstick the good commercial. 


Marion Pearl, Truelove, Treasure Island, 
Bengasi, Phantom Beauty, Little 
Sweetheart 


MARION PEARL was just as good as ever. TRUELOVE, 
rather early in a fine clear color has competition in 
TREASURE ISLAND, which is one of LINS’ best. We had 
the best BENGASI we ever grew but it still is not good 
enough. PHANTOM BEAUTY can’t take the heat, as it 
burns badly although it makes good spikes. LITTLE 
SWEETHEART, another 300 size showed up very well. 


Fabulous, Capsicum, Mystery, Tivoli, 
Pink Paragon 


FABULOUS was the best ever but will get blue with a 
quick change of weather. CAPSICUM with its pleasing 
throat marking still comes up to expectations. MYSTERY 
is still a mystery, last year real good, this year not so good. 
TIVOLI, one of the very best of the European varieties, 
makes massive spikes of very clean and unique florets. We 
have always liked PINK PARAGON and it will make a 


fine commercial type cut flower. 
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Seasons Notes and Comparisons of Selected 
Varieties jor the Gladiolus Enthusiasts 


Topflite, Wedgewood, Lavender Prince, Gail, Peggy, 
Myrna Fay, Huntress 

The color of TOPFLITE can’t be surpassed. It’s just beautiful, but the spike was short of buds this 
year. I hope this isn’t a lasting fault. If I were to pick the one variety that is most outstanding in the 
development of the past two years, I would pick WEDGEWOOD. It is only in the 300 class, but it grew 
to my shoulder in height, and held six open nicely. A beautiful color combination. LAVENDER PRINCE 
is going to make a good commercial and will open well from tight bud, but it hasn’t the fine quality points 
for good handling. GAIL has all the points needed to handle easily and opens right to the tip. This lav- 
ender has what it takes. PEGGY attracts a lot of attention and is good. MYRNA FAY is a good grower 
and it is one I like to cut but the color is muddy. The only quality I really like about HUNTRESS is its 
real earliness and we will continue to grow it for that reason. 


Birch Red, Revion, J. V. Konynenburg, Valeria, Journey’s End, Dieppe 

There wasn’t a thing in our planting that would come up to BIRCH RED for growth, consistency, and 
beautiful color. It may be too dark for large scale cut flower growing but every small grower will have it 
sooner or later. REVLON makes fine spikes. J. V. KONYNENBURG is real good, but will never take the 
place of VALERIA as some have reported. We have got to discard JOURNEY’S END. It is a beautiful 
Glad but we can’t get to first base propagating it. DIEPPE steps into its place. 


Firebrand, Red Charm, Hiawatha, Burma, Rose Glow, Venida 
FIREBRAND can win, but as a flower I prefer RED CHARM. HIAWATHA doesn’t come up to my 


expectations this year. BURMA remains number one as a show rose but it can’t stand handling. Both 


ROSE GLOW and VENIDA look very good. 


Ravel, Porcelain Blue, Blue Ice, Abu Hassan 
I am putting RAVEL at the top of the blue list. We see many spikes of it with 10 beautifully formed 
florets open. PORCELAIN BLUE comes second. BLUE ICE was the best we have ever had and the near- 
est to a true blue, but it has a bad stem. ABU HASSAN is here to stay in the dark blue class. 


October Sunshine, Orange Gold, Trocadero, Flicker, Twinkles 
OCTOBER SUNSHINE is making a name for itself. Its color carries weight over anything around it. 
ORANGE GOLD is the nearest to true orange and it is a good variety, also. We like TROCADERO and 
think it is one of Lins’ best. FLICKER is an outstanding 200 class orange, and TWINKLES is a real break 
in the small class with its intense ruffling and bright. flashy color. 


Pactolus, Sparks, Sunspot, Donna, Hugh Price. 

One of the finest novelties of the year is PACTOLUS, a European buffy yellow with a distinct dark 
blotch. SPARKS held its last year’s reputation as being real good. SUNSPOT is not always good, but 
will make some real show spikes, while DONNA is still my favorite in the buffs. We had one Australian 
variety, HUGH PRICE, a buffy cream color with darker lower petals, that was very good. 


Mother Kadel, Crinkle Cream, Golden Arrow 
I’m still looking for a real good commercial yellow, one larger than MOTHER KADEL, which is our 
best at present. CRINKLE CREAM is good, but doesn’t suit me while GOLDEN ARROW hasn’t bloomed 


yet. There are a lot of yellow seedlings making their appearance, but few good ones are available yet. 


As space is limited I will just mention a few that were real good and that we will continue to grow and 
propagate: BELLE JAUNE, BENJAMIN BRITTON, BETTER TIMES, three from Europe that proved 
to be good, while SPITFIRE, ATHLONE, FIREBRAND, NILA, RED CHERRY, RED WING, SILVER 
STAR, SPINDRIFT and VICTORY QUEEN from this side of the water were as fine. I hesitate to start 
naming the ones that were no good as the list would be too long for the space we have.

The original stays in 
the office as a permanent record at all times. In writing regarding your order, PLEASE mention the num- 
ber. This will save us considerable checking. 





ORDERS FOR LESS THAN $2.00 cost us as much expense in labor and trouble as those over. 
PLEASE do not send orders for less than $2.00. 


On retail orders of $3.00 to $10.00 you may add 5% of the total order in extra bulbs of your choice. 
Add 10% on orders from $10.00 up, BUT this does not apply on items taken from the quantity list nor 
does it apply on those items marked NO DISCOUNT. Do not select “No Discount” bulbs for extras, or 
figure the discount on “No Discount” purchases. If you have a preference for certain varieties as extras, 
please specify. It helps. We try to give orders some extras depending on the size of the order. 


SHIPMENT: All retail orders are shipped parcel post unless otherwise specified. They are shipped 
prepaid after March 15th, when parcel post shipments are safer. We can ship earlier but it is at your risk. 


WHOLESALE orders are shipped express collect unless otherwise specified, as express is insured 
against frost. These orders we ship as soon as we can from the warehouse after January Ist, unless cus- 
tomer specifies otherwise. From March 15th to May Ist, however, we are usually rushed and may delay 
shipment a few days. 


BULB SIZES: Bulbs are graded into six different sizes from No. 1 to No. 6. The largest: size is 
No. 1, which is 11% inches in diameter or over. We offer JUMBO bulbs for sale which are over 2 inches. 
Jumbos are not usually offered separately. No. 2 bulbs run from 144 inches to 114 inches, with %4 inch 
variation in each size down to No. 6, which is 1% inch or under. These are all diameters. Do not be fooled 
by offers of bulbs sized by circumference. Gladiolus are usually sold by diameter. Retail lists are made up 
of Large, Medium and Small sizes. Large is No. 1 and No. 2 sizes; Medium No. 3 and No. 4 sizes; and 
Small No. 5 and No. 6 sizes. We always use the larger of the two sizes as long as they last. When they 
are gone we send the second size. If your order calls for medium and you get part No. 3 and part No. 4, 
please do not write us saying we sent the wrong size. It is simply that we were out of the larger size so 
we sent the next size which is still Medium. 


Medium size bulbs will bloom although the spike will not usually have as many buds as the large size 
bulbs. Small size will bloom if they have a long season in which to grow. 


We list in our retail list 5 bulbs at the 10 rate, but we do not send less than the smallest quoted unit. 
If a variety is listed 2 bulbs for 20 cents, we will not sell one bulb for 10 cents, as the clerical work, 
filling and packing orders will be too expensive. 


GUARANTEE: Above all, we take great pains to keep our stock absolutely true to name, but mistakes 
do happen in spite of all we can do. Let us know about them and we will try to make a satisfactory 
adjustment. If you tell someone else we may never hear about it directly and cannot rectify our error. We 
have declared war on bulb diseases and feel confident we are winning the battle. Our program calls for 
thorough roguing, pre-planting and post-planting treatments of bulbs, dry kiln storage and hand work 
throughout. This adds to the labor cost materially, but we must do our utmost to give you the best we can.

We do occa- 
sionally substitute the next size larger or smaller, when we are out of the size ordered, and give you value 
in bulbs to the amount you send. It helps us if you will give permission to substitute and we will always 
try to ele in color if so permitted. Very often you win because we send you something better than

When bulbs are received they should be opened at once and stored in a cool, dry place. About a week later 
check them over for frost damage. Best storage temperature is about 40 degrees. 


PLANTING TIME: This is in general when the soil is warmed up in the spring. In Central New York it 
may be any time from April Ist to July lst, depending upon the time bloom is wanted in the summer and the variety 
planted. Comparative blooming dates are listed after varieties in the retail list. The average planting date here is 
ie May 15th to May 30th. A good rule to follow is to ynake your earliest planting when the Maple trees begin to 
leaf out. 


THE BEST PLACE TO PLANT: Is where they will have full sun, as they do their best if they have no 
competition from trees or shrubs nearby. A soil that will grow good potatoes will be most satisfactory but Glads are 
very tolerant in their soil requirements. Good drainage is essential to best performance. Glads like lots of water at 
blooming time but can’t stand wet feet. They grow best in neutral soil but will also do well where it is slightly 
sweet or slightly acid. 


DISINFECTING: Bulbs should be clean when planted. If there are thrip on them they should be killed. 
5% DDT Dust with talc is a perfectly safe treatment at any stage and the dust does no harm if planted on the bulbs. 
It will kill thrip if used on the bulbs in storage. Best method is to sprinkle dust on them when they are taken in 
from the field in the fall and then give them another shot after they have been cleaned. But to be absolutely sure, 
dust any bulbs you get during the winter regardless of the source. Most diseases of Gladiolus are of a fungous na- 
ture. These are spread through spores, tiny organisms which are checked by fungicides. The usual method of treat- 
ment is a pre-planting dip. We use New Improved Ceresan, but Lysol, Cresol Compound or Corrosive Sublimate are 
used by many growers. These dips are used to control disease and are not necessarily a thrip control. The only 
thrip you kill with the dip are those you drown. The eggs still remain to hatch and cause you trouble. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN FORMULA: One ounce of New Improved Ceresan, 3 tablespoons of 
Grasselli Spreader-Sticker (or 1% box of DREFT), 3 gallons of water. For larger quantities: 4% lb. New Improved 
Ceresan, 5 tablespoons (or 1 box of Dreft), 25 gallons »f water. Soak bulbs 15 minutes, Bulblets 30 minutes. DO 
NOT EXCEED THIS TIME! Let drain and plant same day, while wet if possible. If you cannot plant within a very 
few hours, rinse thoroughly and do not soak again. Severe losses can happen unless you follow the above directions 
very carefully. To mix above formulas easily, add the spreader to the Ceresan with a small amount of water and 
stir until a smooth paste is formed; then add the rest of the water. When stirring this do not use the hands, as the 
concentrated mixture can cause serious burns. Use a wooden paddle. Bulbs treated in the weak solution can be 
handled safely. DO NOT FORGET you may lose your bulbs if you leave them in the solution longer than 15 minutes 
or 30 minutes for bulblets. 


LYSOL: For most amateurs this is probably the easiest and safest dip to use. One teaspoon of Lysol to 1 
quart of water; 4 tablespoons to 4 gallons of water; 1 pint of Lysol to 25 gallons of water. Soak bulbs in solution 
from 3 to 6 hours, bulblets 12 to 14 hours. Plant the same day as treated, while wet if possible. Solution good for 
five lots. 


CRESOL COMPOUND wyy be substituted for Lysol in the above formula, same quantity. Your local 
druggist can supply LYSOL, we can supply CRESOL COMPOUND.

SOIL PREPARATION: A good coat of well rotted stable manure plowed or spaded under the fall before 
planting is a very good start. The soil should be plowed or spaded deeply to give the roots opportunity to secure food 
and moisture at a lower level. If manure cannot be obtained, peat moss can be used for humus with a good commer- 
cial fertilizer such as 4-8-8 or 4-12-8 for bloom production and 4-8-12 for production of bulbs. Any garden compost 
will serve as good humus or a cover crop of rye, clover, soybeans or rye grass, plowed under the year before is ex- 
cellent. 


For bloom production, on medium to heavy soil, one half the fertilizer should be broadcast on top before plowing 
or spading, and the balance before fitting the ground. This should give excellent results. For exhibition bloom some 
like to put part of the fertilizer in the bottom of the trench mixed with the soil and an inch or so of peat moss on 
top for humus. Most of our soils are deficient in humus and peat moss is an excellent aid in building up this lack, 
retaining moisture in light, sandy soils and loosening up the heavier clay types. Most of our special planting plots 
would be much improved by this method. It is especially valuable in growing bulblets or Gladiolus seed. 
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Gladiolus Care and Culture 


(Revised to September, 1947) 


PLANTING BULBS: Bulbs may be planted 3 to 6 inches apart in the row (not less than twice the diam- 
eter of the bulb) with rows 20 inches to 8 feet apart. For show blooms, 6 inches apart is best with rows at least 30 
inches apart. Depth, for large bulbs, 4 to 5 inches in heavy soil, 6 inches in lighter soil, small bulbs 3 inches and 
bulblets 1% to 2 inches deep. Be sure to give plenty of water before and during the blooming season. 


BULBLET GROWING: Small lots of valuable bulblets may be peeled or cracked with a quicker and surer 
start to be expected. Larger lots that might need help in etarting can be aided by ee soaked at night and put in 
the sun in a cloth bag during the day for a week or so. If you have peeled the bulblets we would advise treating 
as if they were bulbs in Lysol or Ceresan. 


CARE: After planting, cultivating once a week and weeding will help growth. Cultivation may be deeper at 
first but later should be shallow to avoid cutting off feeder roots. The plants should be hilled up before the roots 
get too long (when about a foot high). This will aid in holding blooming spikes erect in windy weather. When 
spikes are up to a foot or more, heavy watering should be given if there is no rain. 


FOR EXHIBITION BLOOMS: To give these an extra boost, fertilizer may be side dressed when the 
plants are nearly in the bud stage. Scatter about a handful each three feet along the side of the row about three 
inches from the plants just before a rain or watering and cultivate in well. 


SPRAY: From the time the plants are six inches tall they should be sprayed or dusted for thrip. Thrip may 
have been planted on your bulbs, having lived over in storage, or been brought in on bulbs you bought or get from 
your neighbor. They may blow in from some distance or fly in as at one stage of their existence they can fly as far 
as one-half mile. Therefore, even if your planting is supposed to be clean, you should spray or dust for thrip con- 
trol. A spray that has been widely and effectively used is made up of 1 ounce of Tartar Emetic (4% teaspoonfuls), 
2 ounces of brown sugar, 3 gallons of water. (3 tablespoons of molasses or corn syrup may be used instead of sugar.) 


DDT: We find DDT very effective as a thrip control. Either dust or spray is effective. We use DDT Dust 
with tale of 5% strength at the rate of 30 lbs. to the acre each time over. We use a power machine, but a hand 
duster that will make a dust fog around the plants is just as good. BUT REMEMBER, to kill the thrip the dust 
must touch the insect and as they are normally in the sheath, one dusting will not clean them out. Three to five 
applications at 7- to 10-day intervals are necessary. We have 5% DDT Dust with talc and can supply you at: any 
time. It is as near as your post office. 


Many prefer a liquid spray and we have 50% Wettable Powder (Deenate). This should be diluted with water 
to about 5% strength. 14% lbs. to 100 gallons of water is about right or 4 level teaspoons to 3 gallons of water. 


The best part of using DDT dust or spray is that there is no danger to the plant by using too strong a solution. 
The active ingredient is harmful only to insects. A toxic condition may be produced by inhaling too much of the 
dust or spray, but it has no permanent effect and ordinary care is sufficient to insure no harm to the person making 
the application, 


WIREWORMS: Wireworms can now be controlled by the use of Lexone cultivated into the soil at the rate 
of 12 lbs. to the acre before planting. Vegetable crops will have a bad flavor if planted on this ground in two years 
after application, but no harm is found in bulbs. We can supply you. Write for prices. 


WHEN CUTTING flower spikes, a small knife blade slid down the stem on each side between the stalk and 
the leaves and cutting across the bottom will permit you to leave four to six leaves on the plant to mature the bulb. 
Spikes are best cut in the morning when one or two blossoms are open. 


DIGGING: Bulbs can be dug 30 days after the flower is gone, or before { i th i 5 
should be cut off after the bulbs are lifted as close as possible to the bulb. Pruning. sheseds aie, ery 
stalks turn brown prematurely the bulb is probably diseased and should be destroyed with all the foliage. 


STORING: Bulbs may be stored in flat boxes to dry and cure. They should be not more than 4 inches deep 
so they will dry well. If wooden boxes with wire bottoms are used, curing will be hastened if bulbs are washed 
with a fine spray. Care must be used to not tear the husks with the force. Bulbs will be much easier to clean and 
there will be little dirt in the bulblets. As soon as the bulbs are dry and in the storage (about three weeks after 
digging) they should be treated with either Napthalene Flakes or 5% DDT Dust with tale. DDT Dust may be left 
on all winter but Napthalene Flakes must not stay on over three weeks. If Napthalene is used the trays should be 
covered so the fumes will be contained. This treatment will ruin the bulbs if it is used late in the winter after the 
root knobs form. DDT Dust is safer and surer. ; 
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Gladiolus Core and Culture 


Bulbs should be cleaned either before or after this treatment. Cleaning means removing the old roots and old 
bulb and sorting out and discarding all diseased bulbs. Bulblets may be separated at this time.
